Obama warns superstorm 
Sandy not yet over 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama said 
yesterday the crisis over super¬ 
storm Sandy was not yet over 
and announced plans to go and 
view devastation in New Jer¬ 
sey today. 

"This storm is not yet over," 
Obama said during a visit to 
the headquarters of the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross in Washington, 
warning that some northern 
states could still face flooding 
and high winds. 

Obama said that he had or¬ 
dered federal government offi¬ 
cials dealing with the storm to 
short circuit normal govern¬ 
ment procedures to get help 


quickly to millions of people 
affected by the huge storm. 

"Do not figure out why we 
can't do something. I want you 
to figure out how we do some¬ 
thing," Obama said. 

"I want you to cut through 
red tape, I want you to cut 
through bureaucracy, there is 
no excuse for inaction at this 
point. I want every agency to 
lean forward." 

Obama will also visit vic¬ 
tims of the huge storm and will 
thank "first responders who 
put their lives at risk to protect 
their communities," White 
House spokesman Jay Carney 
said in a statement.

Toll from Sandy 
rises to 32 , 
expected 
to climb 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The death toll 
from superstorm Sandy has risen to 
32 in the United States and Canada, 
and was expected to climb further as 
several people remained missing, of¬ 
ficials said late yesterday. 

Officials in the states of Connecti¬ 
cut, Maryland, New York, New Jer¬ 
sey, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and West Virginia all re¬ 
ported deaths from the massive storm 
system, while Toronto police said a 
Canadian woman was killed by flying 
debris. 

Sandy had already killed at least 
67 people — including a US national 
in Puerto Rico — as it swept through 
the Caribbean over the past few days, 
meaning the overall toll from the 
storm is now 99. 

New York Governor Andrew 
Cuomo reported 15 storm-related 
deaths at a news briefing. 

"Tragically we expect that number 
to go up," New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg warned. 

Christie said that rescue operations 
were still under way, with three sepa¬ 
rate teams deployed in Atlantic City, 
the coastal casino town near where 
the storm made landfall. 

The National Hurricane Center 
said Sandy had weakened early yes¬ 
terday as it moved inland, but could 
still generate gale-force winds and 
flooding along the Eastern Seaboard. 

US authorities had warned the 
threat to life and property was "un¬ 
precedented" and ordered hundreds of 
thousands of residents from New 
England to North Carolina to evacu¬ 
ate their homes and seek shelter. 

President Barack Obama declared 
a "major disaster" in New York as 
more than eight million homes and 
businesses from the Carolinas to 
Maine were left without power and 
trading on Wall Street was suspended 
for a second day. 

Seawater had coursed between the 
iconic skyscrapers of New York's fi¬ 
nancial district in lower Manhattan, 
flooding subways and road tunnels 
and shorting out the power grid, leav¬ 
ing a half-million households and 
businesses in the dark. 

Further south, giant waves crashed 
over boardwalks, turning coastal 
cities into ghost towns as the high 
winds grounded flights and shut down 
rail links, public transport and gov¬ 
ernment offices.

Williams sisters on women's 
rights tour in Nigeria 


LAGOS (AFP) - American 
tennis star Venus Williams ar¬ 
rived in Nigeria yesterday on 
the first stop of two-country 
African trip with her sister Se¬ 
rena aimed at promoting wo¬ 
men's rights. 

Both sisters are counted 
among the United States' most 
accomplished athletes, sharing 
22 major women's singles 
championships between them. 

Their trip is aimed at pro¬ 
moting "the role that women 
play in shifting perceptions 
and encouraging development 
at all levels across the African 
continent," said a statement 
from the Breaking The Mould 
initiative they are representing. 

Serena, 31, and Venus, 32, 
will meet the governor of 
Lagos state, hold a tennis 


clinic at an exclusive club, visit 
a puberty education class for 
girls and play an exhibition 
match before heading to South 
Africa on November 2. 

"They are coming to Lagos 
to encourage more women to 
break moulds that have stood 
between them and their poten¬ 
tials," the statement said. 

Gender disparity is an acute 
problem in Nigeria, Africa's 
most populous country of 
roughly 160 million people, 
with the most glaring divides 
existing in the mainly Muslim 
north. 

Worldwide, Nigeria ranks 
118 out of 134 countries on the 
Gender Equality Index, a 
British Council study released 
in May said.

Abridge between two cities 
in central Santa Fe province 
collapsed because a rain- 
swollen river weakened its 
foundation. 

In Buenos Aires province, 
Argentina's most populous, 
some 3,500 people remained 
displaced from their homes be¬ 
cause of flooding from Mon¬ 
day's storm, provincial official 


Luciano Timerman said. 

In just six hours the 
province got nearly as much 
rain as it does in an entire av¬ 
erage month of October, the 
national weather service said. 

In Buenos Aires itself, av¬ 
enues were flooded and train 
and subway services were 
knocked out. Large areas of 
the city of three million suf¬ 
fered blackouts. At least two 
people were killed. 

Winds gusting at up to 110 
kilometers per hour (65 miles 
per hour) tore the roofs off 
homes in the town of Rio Tala, 
injuring around 10 people.

Poll: Canada, Britain hoping for

OTTAWA (AFP) - Most 
Canadians and Britons, if 
they could vote in next 
week's US presidential elec¬ 
tion, would cast ballots for 
US President Barrack Obama 
over Republican challenger 
Mitt Romney, a yesterday 
poll found. 

The Angus Reid Public 
Opinion poll found that 


Canadians prefer Obama 
over Romney by a seven-to- 
one margin (72 percent to 10 
percent) while Britons favor 
the Democrat over the Re¬ 
publican by a 10-to-one mar¬ 
gin (62 percent to six 
percent). 

They said in the hypothet¬ 
ical ballot question that the 
incumbent Democrat's fo¬ 


reign policies have been 
"good" or "very good" for the 
respective countries. 

The online survey of 
1,005 Canadians and 2,004 
Britons conducted from Oc¬ 
tober 23 to October 26 is con¬ 
sidered accurate within a 
3.1-percent and 2.2-percent 
margin of error, respectively. 


French stop search for missing British boy 


TOULON (AFP) - French 
rescuers yesterday stopped a 
search for a 12-year-old 
British boy who disappeared 
at the weekend while riding 
his bike in gale-force winds 
on a southern island. 

"Everything has been 
done, we have scoured the is¬ 
land on all sides. We have 
been let down," said Paul 
Mourier, the prefect of the Var 
region, where Pierre Barnes 


disappeared. 

Rescue workers had 
scoured the seas off the small 
Mediterranean tourist island 
of Porquerolles for Barnes, 
who went missing on Satur¬ 
day. The bicycle and his shoe 
were found by a creek. 

His father Stephen Barnes 
told reporters: "Now that 
three nights have passed, we 
think he is dead." 

The boy had just arrived 


on the island with his English 
father, French mother and his 
two brothers and sisters when 
he went out on his bike as the 
winds barrelled at 130 kilo¬ 
metres (80 miles) an hour. 

Barnes's father had earlier 
said the family hoped "to find 
Pierre alive or his body," 
adding: "The worst thing is 
not to know and to be left 
weeks without knowing the 
outcome."

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Breast cancer screening saves 
lives, says study 


PARIS (AFP) - The benefits 
of preemptive breast cancer 
screening outweigh the risks, a 
study said, insisting the prac¬ 
tice saves thousands of lives. 

The new research adds to 
the debate about the dangers of 
overdiagnosis, which sees 
some women undergo inva¬ 
sive treatment for cancers that 
would never have made them 
ill or even been diagnosed 
were it not for the scans. 

The team had analysed data 
from other trials conducted 
over many years in Britain, 
where women aged 50 to 70 
are invited for a screening 
mammogram every three 
years. 

The data, it said, pointed to 
a 20 percent reduction in mor¬ 
tality — or one death prevented 
for every 180 women 
screened. 

This meant that the UK 


screening programmes ’’prob¬ 
ably prevent about 1,300 
breast cancer deaths every 
year,” said the report. 

But there is a cost. 

Nearly 20 percent of breast 
cancer diagnosed by screening 
would never have caused any 
problems, said the study. 

The panel, set up to advise 
British policymakers, esti¬ 
mated that among every 
10,000 women invited to 
screening from the age of 50 in 
the Britain, 681 cancers would 
be discovered, of which 129 
would be overdiagnoses, and 
43 deaths prevented. 

The report showed that "the 
UK breast-screening pro¬ 
gramme extends lives and that, 
overall, the benefits outweigh 
the harms,” The Lancet wrote 
in an editorial. 

Cancer experts have been at 
loggerheads for years about 


whether the benefits of screen¬ 
ing outweigh the harm of 
overdiagnosis. 

All cancer, once picked up 
in the screening process, is 
treated, often with surgery as 
well as radio- and chemother¬ 
apy, as it is impossible to tell 
which growths would have re¬ 
mained undetected for the re¬ 
mainder of a woman's life. 

In August, medical experts 
Steven Woloshin and Lisa 
Schwartz wrote in the British 
Medical Journal (BMJ) that 
screening only narrowly de¬ 
creased risks that a 50-year- 
old woman would die from 
breast cancer within 10 years - 
- from 0.53 percent to 0.46 
percent. 

Up to half of women 
screened annually over 10 
years experienced at least one 
false alarm that required a 
biopsy, they said.

Spanish man in coma dies after winning 
decades-long legal struggle 

MADRID (AFP) - A Spanish 
man, in a coma for 23 years, 
has died, just over a year after 
his family finally won com¬ 
pensation following decades of 
litigation over the operation 
that left him in a vegetative 
state, his lawyer said Tuesday. 

Antonio Meno had been in 
a vegetative state since a cos¬ 
metic surgery operation on his 
nose in 1989 when he was 21. 

"He died on Sunday," Luis 
Bertelli, one of the family's 
lawyers, told AFP. 

The family charged that the 
anaesthetist at the operation 
had been negligent and he was 
found guilty of "imprudence" 
by a Madrid court. 

But the finding was over¬ 
turned on appeal and the 
anaesthetist was cleared in all 
the subsequent legal proceed¬ 
ings brought by the young 
man's parents, who are retired 
bakers. 

In 2009 they began to camp 
outside the ministry in protest 
when the legal authorities 


threatened to seize their apart¬ 
ment to pay off 400,000 euros 
($518,000) in court costs. 

But evidence from a new wit¬ 
ness, who was a medical student 
at the time and present at the op¬ 
eration, persuaded the country's 
Supreme Court to reopen the 
case in November 2010. 

A process of arbitration be¬ 
tween the two parties finally 
allowed the family to receive 
1.075 million euros ($1,394 
million) in compensation in 
July 2011. 

Meno's mother Juan Ortega 


said then that it "doesn't end as 
I wanted, but I have no 
strength left, I can't go on." 

On Tuesday, Bertelli said: 
"It is the victim of an injustice 
who has died," accusing the 
courts of having taken too long 
to hand out justice. 

"It is many years of waiting 
and anguish for a mother," he 
said. She had lived "perma¬ 
nently attached to the foot of a 
bed because she was not given 
the compensation which would 
have allowed her to employ 
nurses."

East Africa seen as new 
frontier for gas 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
East Africa has emerged as the 
new frontier for natural gas 
production, boosted by off¬ 
shore discoveries in Mozam¬ 
bique, Tanzania and Madagas¬ 
car, an Ernst & Young report 
said yesterday. 

According to the audit 
firm's report, "the most dy¬ 
namic recent developments in 
the African natural gas sector 
have been in East Africa," de¬ 
spite most of the major players 
coming from further north. 

In the last five years, energy 
firms including Italy's ENI and 
US group Anadarko Petroleum 
have reported several large- 
scale offshore gas finds in 
northern Mozambique's Rovu- 
ma basin and Mamba fields. 

Recoverable gas reserves in 
Rovuma is estimated at three 
trillion cubic meters, the report 
said. Leading global oil groups 
are getting in on the act as dis¬ 
coveries in Madagascar and 
Kenya have upped the ante. 

In Tanzania, BG Group, 
Ophir Energy, Statoil and 
ExxonMobil have all found 
"major gas deposits." 

The report described east 
Africa as the "next epicenter" 


for global natural gas, some¬ 
thing which was "non-story" 
ten years ago. 

"With the huge recent dis¬ 
coveries in offshore East 
Africa (in particular, Mozam¬ 
bique and Tanzania), the future 
of African gas is, however, ex¬ 
pected to shift eastward," said 
the report. 

Gas production in Africa 
since 2000 has been growing 
by about four percent per year, 
with exports destined for the 
Asian market. 

"African gas production 
reached about 203 bcm (billion 
cubic meters) in 2011, with 
production led by Algeria, 
Egypt and Nigeria, collectively 
accounting for more than 88 
percent of the continent's 
total," it said. 

The report also noted un¬ 
tapped shale gas resources in 
South Africa which have been 
the subject of a controversial 
debate. 

According to consultants 
Wood Mackenzie, the ease of 
access to Asian markets and a 
break-even point that is sub¬ 
stantially lower than rival Aus¬ 
tralia could help natural gas 
exports.

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
New York Stock Exchange and 
the Nasdaq exchange an¬ 
nounced they will reopen 
today after Hurricane Sandy 
forced a two-day shutdown, 
the markets' first closure since 
the 9/11 attacks of 2001. 

"We are pleased to be able 
to return to normal trading to¬ 
morrow," NYSE Euronext 
chief executive Duncan 
Niederauer said yesterday. 
"Our building and systems 
were not damaged and our 
people have been working dili¬ 
gently to ensure that we have a 
smooth opening tomorrow." 

Niederauer said trading will 
start as usual at 9:30 am, with 
the NYSE Euronext building 
and trading floor "fully opera¬ 
tional" despite the flooding 
and power outages that have 
shut down much of the coun¬ 
try's financial capital New 
York. 

Nasdaq OMX, which oper¬ 
ates the fully electronic Nas¬ 
daq exchange and other futures 
and options markets, said they 
would also reopen at normal 
hours today. 

UBS to cut nearly 
10,000 jobs by 
2015 


ZURICH (AFP) - Swiss 
banking giant UBS yesterday 
announced nearly 10,000 job 
cuts and a third quarter 
bathed in red due to a mas¬ 
sive restructuring of its ailing 
investment bank, in the latest 
blow to a Swiss banking sec¬ 
tor under fire. 

That restructuring carried 
a steep price tag, the bank 
said, as it blamed charges 
generated by the operation 
for a 2.2-billion Swiss franc 
(1.8-billion euro, $2.3-bil- 
lion) net loss in the third 
quarter. 

UBS had posted a 1.0-bil- 
lion franc profit in the same 
period a year earlier.

US storm damage could 
hit $20 bn: Eqecat 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Dam¬ 
age from the mega-storm that 
blasted the US East Coast 
could hit $20 billion, disaster 
estimator Eqecat said yester¬ 
day, as economists put total 
losses to the economy at $30- 
50 billion. 

Eqecat President Bill Keogh 
confirmed the company's esti¬ 
mates of $5-10 billion in in¬ 
sured losses and $10-20 billion 
in total losses from Hurricane 
Sandy. 

"We think that's about right. 
... It will be among the 10 to 15 
most damaging storms" that 
have hit the United States, he 
told Bloomberg television. 

He said the assessments on 
real damages from wind and 
flooding-related losses and the 
costs of business shutdowns 
will take some time to collect. 

Fitch Ratings said that aside 
from physical damage from 
winds and flooding, it expects 
significant insurance claims 
from companies over lost busi¬ 
ness. 

"While many lines of insu¬ 
rance will be affected, inclu¬ 
ding property and auto, there is 
the potential for significant 
business interruption and con¬ 
tingent business interruption 


losses related to the flooding as 
the affected areas work to re¬ 
store power and resume opera¬ 
tions following the storm," 
Fitch said. 

"The massive storm is im¬ 
pacting a wide variety of busi¬ 
nesses in densely populated 
areas, including retail, corpo¬ 
rate offices, transportation, 
manufacturing, and energy 
plants." 

Economists at IHS Global 
Insight said they expect the 
physical losses to top the $15 
billion of Hurricane Irene of 
last year. 

"With Sandy being a much 
larger storm, it is likely to end 
up causing more flooding dam¬ 
age than its 2011 peer which 
would increase total damage 
estimates," said IHS econo¬ 
mists Gregory Daco and Nigel 
Gault in a report on the storm. 

"The commercial shutdown 
of the East Coast is likely to re¬ 
sult in gross domestic product 
losses that may outweigh infra¬ 
structure damages," they 
added. 

While some losses to eco¬ 
nomic production will be re¬ 
covered in rebuilding spending, 
they said, not all can be re¬ 
gained.

LONDON (AFP) - "Skyfall" has taken more in its opening 
weekend at the British box office than any previous 
James Bond film, its producers said on Monday. Starring 
Daniel Craig as 007 for a third time, "Skyfall" has made 
£20.1 million ($32.2 million, 25.0 million euros) in Britain 
and Ireland since opening in both countries on Friday, 
according to a statement on its website. "We are ab¬ 
solutely overwhelmed with the reaction to Skyfall this 
weekend," said producers Michael G. Wilson and Bar¬ 
bara Broccoli. "It is particularly thrilling as the UK is 
home to James Bond and it being the 50th anniversary 
year." Critics have declared the 23rd Bond film, starring 
Spanish actor Javier Bardem as Bond's latest nemesis, 
to be one of the finest in the suave British spy's 50 years 
on the screen. Directed by Oscar winner Sam Mendes, 
it opens with a spectacular chase scene in an Istanbul 
market but returns to home ground with a terror attack 
in London. The Bond franchise is one of the most suc¬ 
cessful in history, with the 22 other films released so far 
taking more than $5 billion (3.85 billion euros). Bond 
was first transported from Ian Fleming's novels to the 
silver screen in 1962 with "Dr No", starring Sean Con¬ 
nery.

break through." 

"We will continue to deliver 
top-quality shows throughout 
next summer," she added. 


Cooper himself said: "I am 
very proud of the work that 
our terrific staff has put into 
launching and sustaining our 
show for two seasons. 

"I am also grateful to 
Telepictures for giving me the 
opportunity, and indebted to 
viewers, who have responded 
so positively. I look forward to 
doing more great shows this 
season, and though I'm sorry 
we won't be continuing, I have 
truly enjoyed it." 

The Warner Bros spokes¬ 
woman noted that Cooper is 
far from the only TV star to 
struggle in difficult economic 
times. "Daytime syndication 
has become very challenging," 
she said. 

"Established personalities 
such as Katie Couric, Ricki 
Lake, Jeff Probst have all 
failed to find an audience in 
the new season, while estab¬ 
lished veterans have seen their 
audiences shrink," she said, 
citing TV medic Dr. Oz. 

"Ellen appears to now be 
settling in as the viewers' 
choice for daytime must-see," 
she added, referring to talk 
show host Ellen DeGeneres.

Football: Juventus look to 
avoid controversy against 
Bologna 





PARIS (AFP) - Fresh from hit¬ 
ting his 300th career goal in a 
weekend swamping of Rayo 
Vallecano, Barcelona icon Li¬ 
onel Messi heads a 23-strong 
shortlist for a fourth 
FIFA/France Football Ballon 
d'Or (Golden Ball) award. 

National team captains and 
head coaches plus interna¬ 
tional media representatives 
selected by the French maga¬ 
zine will determine who wins 
the accolade, with Argentina's 
Messi favourite to land the 
award again at a presentation 
on January 7. 

A three-man final shortlist will 
be unveiled on November 29 
along with the three-strong short¬ 
lists for best coach, best female 
star and best women's coach. 

Messi has scored 73 goals 
for Barcelona in all competi¬ 
tions this year, leaving him just 
two short of Pele's 75 for San¬ 
tos and Brazil in 1959. 

He is also closing in fast on 
Gerd Mueller's all-time calen¬ 
dar year record of 85 for Bay¬ 
ern Munich and West 
Germany in 1972. 

Messi's main rival again ap¬ 


pears to be 2008 player of the 
year Cristiano Ronaldo but 
Spain keeper and fellow Real 
Madrid legend Iker Casillas is 
another strong candidate after 
his role in Spain's retention of 
their Euro crown. 

Then there are Barcelona's 
mercurial midfielders Xavi 
and Andres Iniesta as well as 
Brazil's superstar Neymar. 

Ivory Coast veteran striker 
Didier Drogba is also on the 
list after helping Chelsea win 
the Champions League. 

Manchester United's Wayne 
Rooney is the only English 
player in the list. 

Vying with Spain's Vicente 
del Bosque for the coaching 
accolade are Roberto Di Mat- 
teo of Chelsea; Manchester 
United's longserving Alex Fer¬ 
guson; former Barca coach 
Pep Guardiola; Jupp 
Heynckes of Bayern Munich; 
Jurgen Klopp of Borussia 
Dortmund; Germany's 

Joachim Loew; Roberto 
Mancini of Manchester City; 
Real's Jose Mourinho; and 
Italian handler Cesare Pran- 
delli. 


MILAN (AFP) - Champions 
Juventus will aim to make it 49 
matches unbeaten when they 
host Bologna today, while fol¬ 
lowers of Serie A will hope 
there is no repeat of the refer¬ 
eeing controversies which 
marred some weekend 
matches. 

Juventus were beneficiaries 
of at least one wrong referee¬ 
ing decision Sunday, defeating 
Catania 1-0 to maintain a 
three-point lead over Napoli 
despite their hosts having a 
valid goal disallowed for an in- 
existent offside. 

Catania have not been the 
only team complaining of in¬ 
consistency, but since then the 
focus has been on Juve — a 
team considered almost un¬ 
touchable by some rivals. 

Juventus director general 
Beppe Marotta on Monday 
was forced to "categorically 
reject" all notions of a conspir¬ 
acy revolving round the Old 
Lady of Turin. 

However it is only now that 
Italy's most titled Serie A club 
is finding redemption, several 
years after a 'calciopoli' match- 
fixing scandal saw Juventus 


stripped of two league titles 
(2005 and 2006). 

Catania president Antonino 
Pulvirenti, who was ordered 
off the bench on Sunday, later 
complained that protests from 
the Juve bench had forced the 
match referee to change his 
mind and disallow the goal. 

Claims that the linesman in 
charge was a fan of Juve have 
since been made, and denied, 
however the events have 
raised questions over the pro¬ 
fessionalism of officials in one 
of the world's top leagues. 

Roma dropped two points 
at home after Udinese were 
awarded a contentious late 
penalty while Lazio, beaten 2- 
0 at Fiorentina, also had what 
seemed like a perfectly valid 
goal ruled out. 

It prompted outspoken 
Palermo president Maurizio 
Zamperini to tell Radio Radio: 
"The penalty against Roma in 
the final moments is just unbe¬ 
lievable. I'm amazed that we 
constantly fail to bring in tech¬ 
nology." 

On paper, Bologna have lit¬ 
tle chance of causing an upset 
at Juventus stadium. 


NFL: 

Trade deadline 
pushed back 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
NFL on yester said it had 
pushed its trade deadline 
back 48 hours to Thurs¬ 
day because of the dis¬ 
ruption caused by 
Hurricane Sandy. 

The deadline for teams 
to agree on player swaps 
had been set for Tuesday, 
but the league decided to 
allow more time in part 
because several teams 
suspended operations as 
the deadly hurricane ap¬ 
proached the US east 
coast. 

NFL offices in New York 
were also closed for Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday, which 
would have made it diffi¬ 
cult for the league to 
process any trade paper¬ 
work. 

The storm, a deadly 
combination of a tropical 
hurricane rolling north 
from the Caribbean and 
fierce wintry winds ap¬ 
proaching from Canada, 
was expected to leave 
tens of millions without 
power, and trigger coastal 
and river flooding. 

Ground and air travel was 
severely disrupted as 
local, state and federal of¬ 
ficials urged those living 
in the storm's likely path 
to take adequate precau¬ 
tions. 
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Giants win World Series 
in sweep over Tigers 



DETROIT (AFP) - Crafting a 
World Series sweep with mas¬ 
terful pitching and clutch hits, 
the San Francisco Giants won 
a second Major Feague Base¬ 
ball title in three seasons Sun¬ 
day with a 4-3 victory over 
Detroit. 

The Giants routed Detroit 
four games to none in the best- 
of-seven final and after a 2010 
Series triumph over Texas won 
the club's seventh champi¬ 
onship overall, five of them 
coming before the team moved 
from New York in 1958. 

Ryan Theriot, who won a 
World Series last year with St. 
Fouis, scored the title-winning 
run for the Giants in the 10th

The Venezuelan slugger 
nicknamed "Kung Fu Panda" 
blasted three home runs in the 
Giants' game-one triumph and 
had 24 total hits in the playoffs 
including six homers, five 
doubles and 13 runs batted in 
during the title run. 

I was ready for the mo¬ 
ment," Sandoval said. "I was 
waiting for the opportunity so 
I pulled everything together." 

The Giants were often on 
the brink of elimination in the 
playoffs, winning the last three 
games of their first post-season 
series against Cincinnati then 
needing to take the last three 
against St. Fouis to reach the 
World Series. 

"When our backs are on the 
wall, that's the time when 
we're having fun," said San¬ 
doval. 

San Francisco had not

NFL: Smith leads 
49ers to victory 
over Cardinals 



PHOENIX, Arizona (AFP) - 
Alex Smith threw three touch¬ 
down passes to lead San Fran¬ 
cisco to a convincing 24-3 
victory over Arizona on Mon¬ 
day in a match-up of NFF Na¬ 
tional Conference West 
division rivals. 

Smith was nearly flawless, 
throwing just one incomple¬ 
tion as he completed 18 of 19 
passing attempts for 232 yards. 

He set an NFF record for 
the most completions with just 
one incompletion in a single 
game. 

All three of Smith's TD 
passes came on third-down 
plays. The 49ers defence did 
their part, and the Cardinals' 


only score was Jay Feely's 
28-yard field goal in the 
final minute of the third 
quarter. 

Michael Crabtree caught 
five passes for 72 yards and 
two touchdowns while 
Randy Moss also had a 
touchdown catch for San 
Francisco, who improved to 
6-2 and strengthened their 
hold on the top spot in the 
division. 

The 49ers head into their 
bye week with a two-game 
division lead, and never 
looked in danger of a repeat of 
their last trip to Arizona in De¬ 
cember, when they squandered 
a 19-7 lead and eventually fell 
21-19. 

It was the fourth time in five 
games that the 49ers didn't 
allow a touchdown. 

John Skelton, making his 
second straight start at quarter¬ 
back in place of an injured 
Kevin Kolb, went 32-for-52 
for 290 yards with an intercep¬ 
tion for the Cardinals, who fell 
to 4-4. 

The Cardinals have lost four 
straight since opening the sea¬ 
son with four successive victo¬ 
ries.

Messi receives Golden Boot 
as Europe's top scorer 



— Last season, the 25-year-old 
Messi scored a Spanish-league 
record 50 goals for Barcelona, 
edging out fellow Spanish 
league star Cristiano Ronaldo 
of Real Madrid by four goals. 
Messi dedicated the award to 
his teammates, with Xavi Her¬ 
nandez and Carles Puyol pres¬ 
ent for the ceremony in 
Barcelona. 

”It is a prize for scoring 
goals, but without my team¬ 
mates I couldn’t have scored 
them,” Messi said. "I share this 
award with them as I always do. 

The Argentina international 


won his first Golden Boot in 
2010 for his 34 goals that 
helped Barcelona win the 
league title. Messi is among 
the favorites to win the 2012 
Ballon d’Or for the world's 
best player. 

"We won't see another 
player like him, and if we do, 
it won't be for a very long 
time,” said Barcelona coach 
Tito Vilanova. "It's not just for 
the goals he scores, but for 
how he sees and understands 
the game, that is what makes 
him so great. On Saturday, he 
ran 50 meters to defend a cor¬ 
ner in the 89th minute with a 


5-0 lead. Not many players 
would have done that.” 

Luis Suarez Miramontes, 
the former Spain international 
and 1960 Ballon d'Or winner, 
presented the award. 

Messi, nicknamed "The 
Flea" for his uncanny ability to 
dribble through defenders, has 
shattered a number of records 
over the past year. He scored 
an unprecedented 73 goals in 
all competitions for Barcelona 
last season, breaking the pre¬ 
vious European club record of 
67 goals set by Bayern Mu¬ 
nich's Gerd Mueller in 1972- 
73 and the prior world club 
mark of 70 established by 
Archie Stark of Bethlehem 
Steel in the American Soccer 
League in 1924-25. 

In March, Messi passed 
Cesar Rodriguez's 57-year-old 
milestone of 232 goals to be¬ 
come Barcelona all-time lead¬ 
ing scorer. He also scored a 
European Cup-record-tying 14 
goals in the Champions 
League, where he netted a 
record five goals in one game.

"The objective is to get past 
this round and not commit the 
errors that Real Madrid made 
in the past,” added Mourinho 
after the shock Cup defeat 
against fourth division Alcor- 
con in 2009 when the team 
were coached by Chilean 
Manuel Pellegrini. 

The two-time Champions 


League winner says he wants 
to use the talented youngsters 
coming up through the Real 
Madrid youth system and who 
are eager for first-team playing 
time although he doesn't al¬ 
ways see eye-to-eye with 
youth team coach Alberto 
Toril. 

"Personally, I want to use 
players that can be useful to 
the first team and I don't want 
to use players who are on the 
fringes,” continued Mourinho. 

"My relationship with Toril 
is normal and he has an auton¬ 
omy that I respect. But a lot of 
the reserve team players play 
in a system that is completely 
different to the first team and I 
think they feel a bit penalised.” 


Football: Player sacked 
for fight that led to 16 
red cards 



MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - 
Uruguay club Juventud have 
sacked a player for starting a 
mass brawl during last week¬ 
end's domestic league game 
with Wanderers that led to 16 
players being sent off at the 
final whistle. 

Club president Yamandu 
Costa told reporters that Crist- 
ian Latorre had his contract ter¬ 
minated, while other players 
involved in the fight would be 
fined, depending on their level 
of involvement. 

Gaston Inda, the vice-presi¬ 
dent of Wanderers, meanwhile 
said that the club's executive 
committee would meet on Tues¬ 
day to decide whether to impose 
sanctions on their players. 


Both teams said in a joint 
statement released on Monday 
evening that they "strongly op¬ 
posed all forms of violence in 
football”, vowed to fight against 
the problem in the game and 
apologised to fans, the wider 
public and the authorities. 

Rival players fought on the 
pitch after the match ended in a 
3-3 draw on Sunday, prompting 
the referee to send off eight 
players from each side. Another 
player had previously been sent 
off in the first-half, taking the 
game's total to 17. 

In 2002, a Spanish referee 
sent off 19 players in a regional 
first division match, forcing the 
game to be abandoned. 


Swedish hooligans 
handed jail sentences 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - A 
Swedish court on Tuesday 
sentenced 15 football hooli¬ 
gans who clashed with police 
at a 2011 match in Gothenburg 
to up to six months in jail. 

The clashes took place in 
August last year before a game 
between two of the country's 
most popular clubs, IFK 
Gothenburg and Stockholm's 
AIK. 

The sentences handed down 
by the court ranged between 
four and six months. The ac¬ 
cused were also given proba¬ 


tion, fines and community 
work. 

The punishments reflect the 
seriousness of the crimes, as 
well as the ages and criminal 
records of those involved, the 
court said in a statement. 

The accused, between 18 
and 42 years old, "mirrored so¬ 
ciety”, daily newspaper Goete- 
borgsposten wrote, noting that 
the group included family men 
with jobs, as well as people 
with a criminal background. 

Four other defendants were 
acquitted.
